MISSING IN CHICAGO: LIQUOR’ 
SCANDAL 


SYSTEMATIC. LOOTING

scandal. 

Special investigators of the Govern- 
ment: reported ’to Dr. James M. Doran, 
Commissioner of Prohibition at the 
head’. of the Bureau ‘of Prohibition, 
that bonded whiskey valued’ at 
U,S.$2,000,000,000 has been stolen from 
the Governnient concentration depot 
here, : 

Systematic . Looting 

The theft has been systematic, accord- 
ing to the report. Coloured water has 
been substituted for the whiskey in 
order to prevent suspicion. 

Three .hundred employees of the 
warehouse are under suspicion in con- 
nection with the case. J 

The goods tampered with consisted 
of 788 barrels of whiskey and 80,000 
eases of bottles of whiskey. Valuation 
of the loss was made on 4 basis of 
prevailing prices charged for similar 
liquor by bootleggers. -

BRITISH ENGINEERS 


THE JUNIOR INSTITUTION’S 
FORTY-FIFTH BIRTHDAY 

. The annual dinner of the Junior In- 
stitution of Engineers of Great Britain 
celebrated the forty-fifth year of that 
body’s existence, from which it is 
clear that only sentimental reasons 
make it cling to its title, unless, like 
the fair sex, it is - determined 
never to admit before the world 
that it . is - growing up. In 
point of fact the Institution claims 
some notice that, as regards seniority, 
it is among the-first ten bodies of the 
kind devoted to engineering, while 
we-all know that members once young 
are no longer so in years, nor junior 
in status. Starting with 25 members, 
it now has nearly 1,600, and many 
Societies come after it hoth in date 
and membership. It has already had 
the distinction of answering to no 
less than five -names, and. obviously 
the present is neither one thing nor 
another, though it . serves. to per- 
petuate the basic principles of the 
body that the ideas of youth, as re- 
gards friendliness and - helpfulness, 
should prevail within its borders, 
among and between members whether 
old or young.. What.will happen if 
the Institution is attacked by the 
Royal Charter, fever, now so prevalent, 
it is difficult to say. Shall we- some 
day have “Chartered Juniors” claiming 
attention’? We believe that, in order 
to establish a claim ‘to a_ charter, 
proof'is required. ‘of a definite con~ 
tribution to progress not anticipated 
by elaims of others, Whether the 
Privy Council, would recognise it 
as sufficient or not, the Junior In- 
stitution has undoubtedly contributed 
to goed fellowship among engineers in 
way not accomplished by any other 
body, and, starting with the small nu- 
cleus of so many years ago has now 
leavened quite 2 good percentage of 
the -profession with _ its spirit. The 
function was, as" usual, | characterised 
by the- genuine “Junior” feeling be- 
tween old and young, and for -this 
reason alone was ..a success. ~ The 
toast of the evening was “Pioneers of 
Progress,” given by. Mr. Frank Hodges 
and. replied to by the -President, Lt- 
Col. J. T. C. Moore-Brabazon, Hs 
himself a pioneer in aviation and other 
fiel In fact, among. the’ pioneers 
of recent times,” many have held the 
presidential ‘office of ‘the Junior. In- 
stitution, to the undoubted advantage 
of the Society and most probably of 
themselves 88 well—Engineering.

HOW GERMANY WILL PAY. 
CREDITOR NATIONS . 


“THE NEW PLAN 


Many points hitherto not made 
public are revealed by the full report of 
the Reparations Conference, & sum~- 
maty of which is given below. It is 
disclosed, for instance, that Germany 
will pay substantial interest on post- 
poned transfers, and that the Repara- 
tions Bank may finance projects in Bri- 
tish Dominions. -The report explains in 
great detail the: flexibility of the Young 
scheme, and emphasi: that it has 
been arranged to meet practically every 
contingency that many interrupt the 
Reich’s payments to the Allies. 

Fresh Details 

The full. report of. the Committee of 

| Reparations Experts, issued recently, 

adds to information already made 

public, chiefly in- the direction of ex- 

plaining the financial details of the new 

reparations scheme, the reasons for 

the experts’ decisions and the spirit in 

which they made their recommenda- 
ions. 

The attitude of the experts in pre- 
senting their report, like their. predeces- 
sors on the Dawes Committee, is that 
they regard it aa an indivisible whole, 
and will aecept no responsibility if it 
is only partly applied, or for undue 
delay in giving it execution. 

Germany’s capacity to pay has, ap- 
parently, been kept in mind all the time. 
“It has been our object,” the report 
states, “to make proposals for financial 
obligations. which, with the conditions 
and safeguards which accompany them, 
shall be within Germany’s capacity to 
pay. We realise the responsibility of 
this declaration, and also how much 
depends on the future attitude of the

Issue of Bonds 

Little has been heard so far of the 
actual machinery. which it is proposed 
should be .used for the commercialisa- 
tion of unconditional annuity. .The re. 
port lays down first that the debt shall 

e fixed in the form of annuities, and 
that Germany shall deposit with the 
ELS. certificates to this effect, bearing 
coupons for each annuity divided into 
two parts. : 

‘The ‘actual issue of bonds in. 
capitalisation of any part of the an- 
muity is to take place at the request 
of one or all of tha creditor Govern- 
ments, when the Bank, if it considers 
such a course opportune, can require 
the Reich to create the bonds desired. 
By way of collateral guarantees, in 
addition to the liability of the Reich 
railways, the Reich shall undertake to 
assign certain revenues, such as Cus- 
toms, for the service of the certificates, 
and these assigned revenues will ba 
governed ‘by certain conditions to en- 
sure that they remain at. the right 
amount. The size of each issue shall 
be fixed by the B.I:S. in accordance 
with the requests from the creditor 
Governments and the desiderata of the 
issuing bankers, and after ten years 
the bank may initiate the issue of 
bonds, in agreement. with the creditor 
Governments.

SPECULATION CRISIS| 


“BEARS” CAUGHT SHORT: 
"A DEADLOCK - ° 


NOTES OF THE CENTRAL BANK |. 


Not for the first time in ita exist- 
ence in Hong Kong, the Gold and 
Silver Exchange (Kum Ngan Mau 
Yik Cheung) has suspended opera- 
tions. : 

‘A deadlock ensued after what 


muat ‘have consfitited record tran-} . 


sactions in the old notes—“old” 
because a new issue is pending 
or already in the market—of the 
Central. Bank of China, Canton. | 
The “bears,” who outnumber the 
local “bulls” by over .20. to 1, have 
been “caught short.” A crisis 
has followed widespread specula- 
tion. And because. settlement is 
well nigh impossible at the mo- 
ment, the Exchange stopped deal- 
ing on Saturday night.” 

Millions, on paper at least, 
must be involved, but emphasis 
has to be laid on the fact that only 
a restricted and clearly. defined 
group of perennial- speculators is 
concerned, without any effect on 
the, general finance markets of 
Hong Kong and Canton. 

Overwhelming Odds 


The paper money in question 
has the backing of the Provincia! 
Government of Kwangtung. When 
Canton was nearly captured by 
the Kwangsi faction, the _ notes 
slumped in value. Measures have 
been taken whereby the present 
value .in Canton is over 70 per 
eent. of Hong Kong “bank notes 
(or about 90 per cent. of Canton 
silver subsidiary coin, which is 
the par value of the notes). 

There are, the “China Mail” 
is informed, about 160 members of 
the Exchange in Hong Kong, 
mostly native bankers of a 
type who specialise jin - 


ed and “double eagles” (U.S. gold 
$20 pieces), the latter of which have 
been responsible for suspensions ‘in 


About five of the members are 
buying up all the notes offered for 
sale. About thirty are neutral or 
deal only in a small way. ° The 
remainder are “bears.” In spite of 
their having sold on the market 
what is believed to be many times 
over the total note issue, quotations 
went up. —- 


Canton’s Even Tenor 


From 55 per cent. the notes rose 
to 72 on Friday evening, but sudden- 
ly dropped to 64 on Saturday morn- 
ing. The “bears” are embarrassed 
because, for reasons known to those 
taking part, they cannot buy in 
Hong Kong or Canton even a frac- 
tion of their commitments. And 
the handful of buyers insist on tak- 
ing delivery in preference to accept- 
ing the difference—their profits. 

A member of the Exchange told 
a “China Mail” man on Satur- 
day night that the suspension 
may last some time. In the 
interval, a compromise will be 
striven for, on the lines of 
the winners (the “bulls’”) forgoing 
their profits so that the “bears” will 
not have to Jose so much. 


Meanwhile trading in Central 
Bank notes in the Canton market 
maintains an even tenor. But an 
end, it seems, has come to the whole- 
sale speculation in Hong Kong in a 
currency which, nearly everybody 
thought, would have-te crash because 
the Canton Government could not 
uphold it. Those who were confid- 
ent in the fall have been disappoint- 
ed—and temporarily defeated.

AT DUBLIN 
LL 


DEBATE-IN THE DAIL 


Dublin.—The questions .of cross- 
channel freight.‘ for the .. tran- 
sit. of cattle from the Free State to 
British ports and suggested provi- 
sion of a municipal Ja:rage at North 
Wall were raised in the Dail, and 
in reference to freights the Minis- 
ter.of Industry and Commerce stat-+ 
ed that until cattle traders could be 
induced to come inte conference and 
disprove the figures given by the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Co., 
those figures must stand. 


Mr. O’Hanlon, who represents 


large export interests in Cavan andj; 


surrounding areas, raised the matters % 
in debate, and moved a resolution 
“that having regard to the lack Qf 
proper facilities for the shipment of 
cattle from Dublin port, and the fact 
that the carrying trade from the 
Free State to British ports is prac- 
tically non-competitive, the Dail is 
of opinion that the Executive Coun- 
cil af the Free State should ‘confer 
with the Dublin Corporation Com- 
missioners, the Port and- Dorks 
Board, and the Cattle Traders’ As- 
sociation, with a view to the erec- 
tion of suitable municipal lairages 
at North Wall, and for facilitics for 
berthage convenient thereto.” =! 

He stated that there was agree- 
ment amongst members of the cattle 
the shipping ar- 
rangements at Free State ports left 
much to be desired. It was almost 
impossible at present to have proper 
veterinary inspection of animals, and 
sufficient- rest after railway journeys 
before the animals were transferred 
at the ports to the steamers. 

* Suitable Cattle Market Wanted 

If adequate improved lairages of 
the type suggested were provided .at 
North Wall, it would be possible, he 
said, to have the cattle detained. 
there for the full twelve hours | 
period instead of at present having 
that period divided into a two hours 
detention at Dublin before. being 
shipped, and a ten hours’ detention 
at the British landing ports. Such 
an arrangement at Dublin would 
give greater confidence te the ex- 
porters., There was a heavy Joss in 
the value of cattle owing to the 
want of proper shipping facilities in 
the Free State. The matter of a 
suitable cattle market at Dublin 
should be considered by the Govern- 
ment in relation to transit and ship- 
ping. 

’ As regards freights, Mr. O’Hanlon 
stated that at one time they were 
as low as 4s. 10d. per head from 
Dublin to Birkenhead, while now. the 
charge was 16s. 6d., and he attribut- 
ed the ‘increase to ‘the monopoly 
created by the amalgamation . of 
companies, and the absence of com- 
petition, He quoted profits made by 
the shipping companics, .and stated 
that the money’ came out of the 
Pockets of the farmers, and went 
out of the Free State, and none was 
returned by way of income tax to 
the Free State. 

Shipping Monopoly 

It was stated by Mr. Gorey that 
they should make-up their minds 
that the monopoly of the shipping 
trade of the country could not be 
allowed to remain in the hands of 
one set of people. It was, he said, 


no wonder that freights were so 
high when competition was shut 
out, 

In Dublin the market was open 
and exposed, while the markets in 
Great Britain were roofed, but it 
would cost a great ‘deal to have a 
similar market at Dublin, 

It was argued by Mr. O'Rielly 


that they were forced to ship cattle 


as stores instead of being fattened 
owing to the absence of proper ship- 
ping facilities. He argued that the 
industry was controlled by the: trans- 
port interests. A more reasonable 


-attitude was adopted in the past by 
rthe transport companies 


before the 
basiness passed ‘into the hands of a 
monopoly. 

He alleged that when lambs ar- 
rived at Birkenhezd from Dublin 
after ten hours at sea they were in 
such a condition as to” suggest that 
there was no such body as 2 society. 
for the prevention of cruelty. .

FOOLISH COMPETITION” 


Mr. Oswald -Dobell’ (chairinan} | 
presided over the annual meeting of 
the Reliance Marine Insurance Com-! 
pany. He thought the underwriting! 
profit for 1927 of £8,618, although: 
short of expectations, might give 
eause for satisfaction considering | 
the conditions which had prevailed.

present foolish competition. Indeed, 
they seemed to be blinded either by 
the mirage of large premium in- 
comes or the fear of losing busi- 
ness without giving xegard or con- 
sideration to the risks and liabilities 
which they assume, 

This was particularly unfortunate 
in view of the increasing number of 
casualties both to British and for- 
eign vessels. The tonnage lost in 
1928 was considerably -in excess of 
the losses during any of the pre- 
vious five years, including -many 
first-class liners, carrying valuable 
cargoes. It would therefore be 
easily understood why the settie- 
ments by underwriters were heavier 
during 1928 than for many years.

istration, and the dismissal of five 
others for corruption. 

In conclusion he tuld the Filipinos

- BRITISH MERCHANT SENT 
_ FOR TRIAL 

Before Mr. A, J. Martin on July 
5, in H. M. Police Court, Shanghai, 
A. C. Townsend, managing director 
of Townsend, Day and Co. Ltd., fur 
and skin exporters, was commitied 
for trial and reteased on bail of 
$25,000 in a surety put up by Mr. 
George E. Bird. Mr. R. B. S. Greg- 
gon represented the complainants, 
the Chartered Bank of India, Aus- 
tralia. and China, and Mr. E. I. 
Hartopp, of Teesdale, Newman and 
MacDonald, sae for the de- 
fenee. 

The charge againat the accused 
with addition amendments intro- 
duced by Mr. Gregson now 
cites’ the following: 

“That you on about the 4th of 
March, ‘1929, and on or about 
4th day of April, 1929, at Shang- 
nai, being the managing director 
of a British private company 
called Townsend, Day and Co., 
Lid, made or published or con- 
curred in making or publishing 
certain written statements which 
were false in certain material 
particulars, that is to say in this 
to that in the said statement of 
the 4th of March, 1929, it was 
falsely stated among other things 
that the said Townsend, Day and 
Co, Ltd. on the 28th day of 
February, 1929, held 110,000 dress- 
ed rabbit skins valued at Tls. 0.60 
per skin in its godowns under lien 
to the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China “and in the 
said statement of the 4th day of 
April, 1929, it 
stated among other things that the 
said Townsend, Day and Co, Ltd., 
on March 34, 1929, held the fol- 
lowing goods in its godown under. 
dien to the Chartered Bank of In- 
dia, Australia and China, and 
the values of such goods totalling 
Th, 182,500. The said A. C. 
‘Townsend knew the said written 
statement to be false in several 
particulars, with intent thereby 
“then to deceive and defraud the 
sai Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, a ereditor of

Below will be found- some 
biographical details of the old and 
new women members: 

Lady Astor (C., Plymouth) was 
the first woman M.P. to take her 
seat, Actually a Sinn Fein woman 
M.P. had been previously elected 
but did not come to the House of 
Commons.

Duchess of Atholl (C., Perth, 
Western) was Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Education and 
the .only woman Conservative 
Minister, She has been a member 
since December 1923. Rarely 
speaks in the House.but is a cap- 
able administrator. 

_ Lady Iveagh (C.,, Southend), 
like Lady Astor and the Duchess 
of Atholl; succeeded in a consti- 
tuency held by her husband before 
accession to the Peerage. First 
elected, November 1927. The best 
woman speaker in the last Parlia- 
ment, but rarely used her gifts in 
this direction. Her husband, Lord 
Iveagh, is the principal Proprietor 
of Guinness’s Brewery. 

“Maggie” Bondfield 

Miss Margaret’ Bondfield- (Soc., 
Wallsend) was ~~ Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Labour 
in the Socialist Government of 
1924, when she. sat for Northamp- 
ton. . Defeated there at the last. 


general election, she won Wallsend }° 
jin a by-election in July 1926.
